The burden 
of taxation would be heavy and grievous 
—more than your present population 
could bear. It would check immigration, 
and be an incubus on your prosperity. 
You will ask, what is the remedy? It 
is ensy and simple. Cut yourselves loose 
from New Mexico, up to the thirty-fourth 
degree of latitude. Cut yourselves loose 
from the provisional government; hold 
your primary meetings in every county 
aud town iu the territory; appoint your 
committees, and let them appoiut a day 
for the election of a delegate, and send 
him to the congress of the southern con- 
federacy, with instructious and fall power 
to ask for protection as a territory of the 
South; also, to act as delegato to a con- 
vention of the southern states, should 
such a convention be called, of which 
event there can be no doubt, as it must 
precede the formation of the confederacy. 
A convention of the people of Arizona 
was called for the Ist instant, to act on 
these considerations. Some of the people 
are in favor of forming a state yovern- 
ment at once, and then applying asa 
szute for admission into a southern con- 
federacy.

By a blockade we can now damage the 
commerce of Germany, and ruin the 
Prussian ports for a long period. The 
dispute must, therefore, now be settled 
either by war or by negotiation.
